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of such areas of land or water, or of land and water, in Wisconsin, 
by and with the consent of the governor of the state, as the 
United States may deem necessary for the establishment of mi-
gratory bird reservations in accordance with the Act of Congress 
approved February 18, 1929, entitled "An Act to more effec-
tively meet the obligations of the United States under the Migra-
tory Bird Treaty with Great Britain by lessening the dangers 
threatening migratory game birds from drainage and other 
causes by the acquisition of areas of land and of water to furnish 
in perpetuity reservations for the adequate protection of such 
birds ; and authorizing appropriations for the establishment of 
such areas, their maintenance and improvement and for other 
purposes," reserving, however, to the State of Wisconsin full 
and complete jurisdiction and authority over all such areas not 
incompatible with the administration, maintenance, protection, 
and control thereof by the United States under the terms of said 
Act of Congress. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 410. 

AN ACT to amend paragraph (c) of subsection (1) of section 
29.56 of the statutes, relating to wild life refuge. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Paragraph (c) of subsection (1) of section 29.56 

of the statutes are amended to read : (29.56) (1) (c) All 
lands within township 46 north, range 10 west, except sections 
5, 6, 7, 8, 17 and 18, and sections 22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, 34, 35 and 
36, township 47 north, range 10 west ; 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
